three thousand men will lose their 
jobs in Ohio today as the state's 
civil works program is brought to 
an end to be supplanted beginning 
Monday by a re-vamped federal re- 
lief pian. 


With the 
abandonment 
of the 


CWA program, everything was in 
readiness today for the start of 
the new relief scheme which will 
be put into effect in 79 counties of 
the state. 
Nine counties, classi- 


fied as rural sections, will not par- 
ticipate in the new plan. 


KEEP MOST NEEDY 


There were 95,000 men still on 


the CWA payroll in the state to- 
day. Of these 63,000 will lo&e their 
jobs: while the remaining 32,000, 
selected as the most needy, will be 
transferred to projects to be car- 
ried on under the new federal re- 
lief policy. 


Since its inception last Novem- 


ber, the CWA has expended $52,- 
500,000 in Ohio for relief work pro- 
jects. Of this amount, $11,500,000 
was expended during the month of 
March alone. A total of $3,000,000 
was laid out for materials. 


The CWA reached its peak, ac- 


cording to records of the state 
OWA activities, during the week- 
ending1 January 18 when a total 
of 248,197 men were gainfully em- 
ployed. The payroll for this single 
week amounted to $4,283,557, or 
more than the entire relief budget 
which had been allotted Ohio under 
the new relief scheme.

The resurrection of Christ is one 


of the foundation truths of Chris- 
tianity. It is the gnind proof that 
Christ was what he -claimed to be, 
the Messiah, the Son of God (Matt. 
12:29-40; John 2:19-21). 


I. The Empty Tomb (vv. 1-10). 
John does not enter Into a de- 


scription 
of 
the 
resurrection of 


Christ, or.give any proof other than 
the empty tomb and that Jesus had 
repeatedly manifested himself aft- 
erward. 
To see the body of Christ 


disfigured with a spear thrust and 
nails prints, and the empty tomb, 
was all that faith needed. In this 
lesson John describes the processes 
of 
Ills 
own 
conviction touching 


Christ's resurrection. 


1. The testimony of Mary Mag- 


dalene (vv. 1, 2). 
This woman, out 


of whom Jesus had cast seven de- 
mons (Mark 10:0; Lnke 8:2). an- 
nounced the fact of the empty tomb 
to I'eter and John. 
Prompted by 


great love to him for his kindness 
to her, she went early to-the tomb 
"even when it was yet dark." She 
hail realized great good at his hand, 
therefore she could not rest until 
she had done her utmost for him. 
The measure of one's service for 
Christ is the degree tn which he 
realizes the benefits conferred. 


2. Personal investigation by Pe- 


ter and John (vv. 3-10). 
The news 


of the 
empty tomb which Mary 


brought so moved John and Peter* 
that they both ran to investigate 
Their investigation assured them of 
the reality of the resurrection. The 
removal of the stone from the sep- 
ulcher, and the arrangement bt 'the' 
grave clothes, convinced them that 
this would not have been done by an 
enemy. 


II. 
The 
Manifestations of the 


Risen Lord (vv. 11-21)). 


1. To Mary Magdalene (vv. 11-18). 
a. Mary weeping at the empty 


tomb (v. 11). 
Peter and John went 


home but Mary could not. She stood 
there weeping. 
She really should 


have been rejoicing that the grave 
was empty. Had the Lord's body 
been there she would have had real 
cause for weeping. 


b. Mary questioned by the angels 


{vv. 12, 13). Through her tears she 
saw angels at the tomb ""\vlio in- 
quired as to the cause of her sor- 
row. 


c. Jesus revealed himself to Mary 


(vv. 14-10). She first sow the angels 
and then her eyes lighted upon the 
Lord. 
She did not recognize him 


In his resurrection body but his voice 
was familiar to her. Aa soon as he 
called her by name she recognized 
him and fell at his feet weeping. 


d. Jesus forbade her to touch him 


(v. 17). This showed that she was 
now coming into a new relationship 
to him. Besides this, the disciples 
were still Jn doubt and sorrow. "Go 
teil my brethren" was. the message 
she must carry.
